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THE BALANCE WHEEL 


A very important decision is to be made by 
the voters of Wilmington on March 5th., that of 
naming two members of our Board of Selectmen 
for the next three years. 

Among the four candidates is the name xf 
Charles H. Black, candidate for re-election. 

We have nothing against the other three can- 
didates. They are fine upstanding citizens who 
aspire to the highest office in our town and 
should at least be commended for their public 
spirit. 

But in the candidacy of Mr. Black there lies 
the serious question of the re-election of the 
man who can best be characterized as "The 
Balance Wheel of the Board of Selectmen". 

Mr. Black is the quiet man who sits back and 
listens to the proposals of others, and sifts 

« the evidence, for good points, and bad points. 
It is he who picks the flaws in the proposals 
of others. It is he who finds the good points. 
It is this common sense ability of Mr. Black, 
more than’ any other Selectman in Wilmington for 
a number of years, that has kept our Town Gov- 
ernment on a relatively even keel. 

He has earned praise, and he has earned en- 
mity during his 24 years of office, for this 
uncanny ability of his. The praise was deserved 
and the enmity, in the final sense became 
praise for it came from groups who were after- 
wards demonstrated to be wrong. 

Mr. Black rarely speaks. He is very quiet, 
almost diffident, an odd characteristic for a 
man who has held public office for over a 
quarter of a century. 

No one, in our estimation, has had more to 
offer the citizens of Wilmington when he stood 
for office than has Mr. Black, in thts Year of 
Our Lord, 1960. 


THE FINANCE COMMITTEE HEARING 

The Finance Committee hearing, next Wednes— 
dey, will mark the first time in a number of 
years when a few of those persons who regularly 
attend will do so with a sense of not knowing 
what it is all about. 

By Direction of the Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, and the Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, a tight clamp has been kept on all fi- 
gures relating to the Town Budget for 1960, 

Some of these figures have been published in 
the Town Crier. Others are still a secret. 

The people who have ordered this veil of 
secrecy may believe that they are doing a pub- 
lic service. Without doubt they believe they 
are acting in the public interest. 

But the Town Crier has been informed by 
several offical persons in this town that the 
only information they have, as to their depart— 
ment requests in 1960, is that which has appear 
ed in the Town Crier. They are at a loss as to 
what to say or do, next Wednesday. 

Good intentions are good intentions, but 
they are still no excuse for the withholding of 
public information. For the budget, as submit- 
ted by the Town Manager to the Board of Select— 
men in December of 1959, and in turn submitted 
by the Selectmen to the Finance Committee on 
Dec. 20th became public information on that

But an un-informed public official, testify— 
ing before the Finance Committee, may possibly 
be of no assistance at all to the members of 
that committee. 

THE GOVERNOR'S HIGHWAY PROGRAM 

Governor Furcolo's proposal for an acceler- 
ated highway program will undoubtedly be one of 
the most important things to be considered by 
our legislature this year. 

The Governor has proposed a Billion Dollar 
Federal Aid Highway Program, using 90% Federal 
funds on the Interstate Highways, and 50% on 
thé so-called A-B-C (primary, secondary and ur- 
ban) highways. The money would be spent in the 
next four years. 218 miles of Interstate High- 
ways, and 362 miles of ABC highways would be 
rebuilt to modern standards. 

Our state officials say that this program 
can be carried out without any additional bur- 
den on our motorists and that the savings to 
our Massachusetts motorists will amount to $120 
million in the first six years after the new 
system is complete. 

The motorist, traffic engineers say, will 
save 3 cents a mile on modern highways, as com- 
pared with the present obsolete highways. 

But there is more to this proposal that just 
a savings to the motorists. 

Massachusetts must keep alert to keep its 
place in the business of our nation. Where once 
water power and a pool of skilled personnel 
sufficed we are today being challenged by other 
regions with other natural advantages. 

Ten years ago we constructed Route 128, and 
today it is the locale of such places as "The 
Miracle Mile" and "The Electronic Belt", and is 
pouring millions of dollars into the coffers of 
our state and local municipalities. 

We have recently completed Route 93, which 
will soon be opened to traffic, and confident 
predictions are made that 93 will surpass 128 
very quickly, in an industrial sense. 

In the competition for the US Department of 
Commerce predicted increase of $37 Billions in 
industry in the next five years, it will be 
those states with the poorest highways that 
will gain the least, everything else being 
equal. 

Massachusetts mist not be among those states 
That is why there is more than just a sense of 
urgency in the Governor's proposal for an Ac- 
celerated Highway Program. 

The program should be our minimum effort in 
the first part of the 1960's, for our indus- 
trial (and civic) survival.

LE HISTORY 

By now, the big white book- 
mobile trundling along the 
highways and country roads of 
Middlesex and Essex Counties, 
has become a familiar sight; 
yet there are those who are 
still not just sure what it is 

‘Is it a moving van?’ bystand 
ers inquire, ‘Or maybe a trav- 
elling grocery store?... a 
Bloodmobile?’ 

It is none of these things, 
but bears a resemblance to all 
of them, for it moves books, 
carries food for the mind and 
gives transfusions of reading 
material, instead of plasma, to 
libraries, schools and outly- 
ing neighborhoods, 

On January 21, 1969, the book 
mobile operating out of the 
State R°gional Library Center 
at North Reading will complete 
its second year on the road 
bringing its constantly chang- 
ing collection of books to 
readers of all ages living in 
towns with populations under 
10,000 (as of the 1950 census) 
There are 2 towns that qual- 
ify for this service , and 
while the area can be describ- 
ed as rural in appearance, the 
‘urban sprawl’, affecting so 
much of the United States to- 
day, is changing the library 
needs of these expanding com- 
munities. In these towns there 
are 28 libraries endeavoring 
to provide more services than 
their limited budgets can meet 

It is the job of the Massach- 
usetts Division of Library Ex- 
tension’s State Regional Lib- 
rary Center, with headquarters 
centrally located in North 
Reading, to give assistance to 
these over-burdened libraries. 
This help varies with the need 
of each community, md is giv- 
en at the request of the local 
library authorities who are 
best qualified to designate

At some lib- 
raries, demands are conservat- 
ive, but in others, where sp- 
ace is available, a collection 
of from 200 to 500 books may 
be maintained. Volumes are sel 
lected by the librarian and 
her helpers; who may be trust- 
ees, library assistants or 
patrons making sure no choice 
items are over- looked. 

The tremendous growth of sch- 
ools in this section has creat 
ed great problems for the lib- 
raries. Where it was once an 
easy matter to supply each 
classroom in town with a coll- 
ection of books from the local 
library, it is now virtually 
impossible to keep up with the 
demand, The bookmobile serves 
18 schools, with more requests 
for such service still coming 
in.
